Girl Scout News 



"Be Kind to Animals Week" started 
April 10, giving the Girl Scouts an 
incentive to follow their sixth law, 
"A Girl Scout is kind to animals." 
Beginning with the tenderfoot work, 
the scouts learn to care for their pets 
and also to know many of the wild 
animals. 

On April 19, 20 and 21, Region 3, 
which includes Pennsylvania, Vir- 
ginia, Maryland, Delaware and the 
District of Columbia, will hold a con- 
ference at Wilmington, Del.

Building construction in Lower 
Merion for the first three months of 
1937 totals $1,111,199 in cost, an in- 
crease of more than sixty-eight per 
cent over the first quarter of last 
year, when the total stood at only 
$659,324. The month of March just 
past, however, showed only a slight 
increase over March, 1936, in build- 
ing figures. 

Seventy-nine permits were issued 
in the township during March for 
work valued at $371,772, as compared 
with eig'nty-three permits for work 
valued at $338,238 for the same month 
last year. In March, 1935, however, 
only $220,565 was spent for new con- 
struction work. 

Single family dwellings, for which 
twenty-four permits were issued, take 
the great majority of the money to 
be expended, a total of $337,263. 
Twenty-seven single homes will be 
erected under these permits. 

Other classifications for which per- 
mits were issued during the month 
and the amounts to be spent in each, 
follow: alterations and additions, 
$12,398; oil burning equipment, $12,- 
360; repairing fire damage, $4471;

"Therefore, be it resolved that the 
House of Representatives of the Com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania hereby 
memorializes the Congress of the 
United States to enact Federal legis- 
lation to prohibit lynching within the 
United States as early as possible."

"Animal Owners" Start 
Campaign for Members 

Organization Headed by Kro- 

mer will Seek to Amend 

1921 Dog Law 

A campaign to increase the mem- 
bership of the Animal Owners' Pro- 
tective Association of Pennsylvania 
opened this week when a pamphlet 
outlining activities of the organiza- 
tion was sent out to residents of local 
communities. 

The association is about to launch 
a drive to have the dog law of 1921 
amended. As the law stands now, the 
State Secretary of Agriculture has 
the right to enter private property 
and seize an animal without a search 
warrant. 

They point out that dog owners 
should be protected and their consti-| 
tutional rights upheld. They also 
contend that small animals and house- 
hold pets should not be destroyed with- 
out a proper judicial hearing.

I brokers in the suburban district and 
'approximately fifty local agents have 
endorsed its services. In all, some 
C300 brokers now are utilizing clear- 
ing-house services compared to 3200 
early in 1930. 

The difficulties which attend prop- 
erty sales efforts on the part of in- 
dividual brokers greatly are mini- 
mized by the clearing-house plan. The 
trend today is toward a new treat- 
ment of suburban and country resi- 
dential properties. A complete exposi- 
tion of the newer methods can be 
obtained at the clearing house offices 
at 1518 Walnut street in Philadel- 
phia, but it is noteworthy that where 
brokers normally sell from 3 to 4 per 
cent of their listed properties, more 
than 15 per cent of the properties 
offered through the clearing house 
were sold in 193G. Nation-wide co- 
operation is possible and brokers 
everywhere find it feasible to assist 
with the selling and buying problems 
of their community residents regard- 
less of how far removed they may be. 

James \A r . England, Jr., who is well 
known throughout the Main Line 
communities, is secretary of the clear- 
ing house. Endorsement of its ser- 
vices, as has been said, has been forth- 
coming from many local realtors and 
the number constantly is increasing. 
As this support continues to grow a 
greater benefit to property owners who 
wish to dispose of their holdings may 
be expected to accrue.
